The Star Ariel was owned and 
operated by the British South 
American Airways Corporation. 


The report said that through 
Inck of evidence, a5 no wreck- 
nge was found, the cause of the 
accident was unknown, The 
fast signal from the aircraft was 
at 1.42 p.m, on January 17.
